division of the French went in pursuit. On the evening of the 4th, 
the most perfect tran uillity prevailed. The Castle of St. Angelo, 
which alone remained in the power of the Roman army, was given 
up on the morning of the 6th. A letter dated the 30th ult. tells a

A terrible bombardment began at one in the morning, and lasted 
three hours, Mortars had been planted upon Mount Parrioli. The 
whole defence almost was maintained by the legion Manara, which 
was soon, however, overpowered, and obliged to retreat with the 
loss of three cannon, which were spiked, Manara was killed in the 
struggle. The position of Vascello was abandoned by the Romans.

landscape engraving has lost much of the vigour and fecling 
which formerly distinguished it, ‘This decline in art seems 
chiefly to have been caused by attempting to finish too highly, 
and has led to weakness, want of texture, and too much atten- 
tion to the mere mechanical arrangement of lines, which gives 
to many modern engravings a 
cold and formal appearance offen- 
sive to artistic taste. This fault 
of our engravers will be made 
evident by comparing their works 
with those of Woolett and some 
of the old engravers. In conse- 
quence of this decline it is not to 
be wondered at that a demand 
should have arisen for a more 
truly artistic style of engraving, 
At various times eminent etchers

a knowledge of drawing tomake a successful plate. Itis scarcely 
necessary to mention the many uses to which this knowledge 
may be applied: by its means, portraits, views of favourite 
scenes, objects of natural’ history or antiquity, may be readily 
multiplied, and the great painter, by his own hand, be enabled 
to place before the public his designs in all their integrity. If 
even the engraving be rude, from the hands of an artist or one 
who has real knowledge of the subject he intends to re resent, 
it will always be valuable. In objects of natural 1istory, 
antiquity, or architecture, which require a nice expression of 
form, it often happens that the mere engraver alters the 
drawing so much that the representation is eventually mistaken 
for something else. We remember an instance of this which 
happened at a meeting of a learned society, when angry dis- 
cussion and much perplexity were caused by an engraving of a 
weapon, which was rendered thus 

instead of ————S=. Now, if any one who had 
a knowledge of the subject had etched it himself, he could not 
have possibly fallen into the mistake; and,. although his 
engraving might not be go finished, still it would have enabled 
others to understand the form intended. 


A Short Account of the Introduction of Etching,

Dreapru, S#Hrpwreck. — THIRTEEN Persons 
Starvep to DratH.—By the Emma Sherratt, which arrived on 
Wednesday from Sydney, particulars have been received relative to 
the loss of the British ue Sarah Crisp, Captain Taylor, master, and 
the appalling sufferings of the crew, thirteen of whom perished from 
starvation, The Emma Sherratt, on her outward voyage to Hong- 
Kong, in lat. 170. 20 north, long 116. 5 east, perceiving a vessel in 
distress, bore down to her assistance, and she proved to be the 
unfortunate vessel in question. She was teak laden and water- 
logged, almost a perfect wreck, her masts were gone, as well as 
everything on deck. With much care nineteen persons in a most 
shocking state of exhaustion were taken off the wreck by the Emma 
Sherratt’s boats: they proved to be Captain Taylor, the master; 
Mr. Long, the chief mate ; and seventeen seamen. Their sufferings | 
had been truly awful, They had been twenty-seven nights and days 
on the wreck, and nothing to subsist on except a mon and two 
fishes, and all the water they had was about a cow le of buckets, 
which they had caught with some old canvas, The second mate 
and twelve seamen had died from want of food, ‘The ship’s loss 
was attributed to a plank starting, as she filled in a very short time 
and turned over on her side. 


Fire at Oxenamrron.—A calamitous fire happened 
in Okehampton, last week, at the Barnstaple Inn, which, with three 
houses adjoining, was destroyed. 


Fire 1x a Ramway Trarn.—A_ serious accident 
happened in the parliamentary train which left the Waterloo- 
bridge station on Saturday morning last at twenty minutes past 
eight. It appears that one of the exp osive signals which the guard 
had with him in the passengers’ luggage-van caught fire, explsaed, 
and caused the other signals to explode. ‘The luggage was set fire 
to, and a considerable portion of it was completely destroyed. 
Fortunately, the train was near the Andover-road station, and as 
oot “4 it reached, assistance was procured, and the fire was extin- 
guished, 


Destructive Fire in LAamMBetu.—Early in the week, 
a fire, of a very alarming character, broke out in a long range of 
remises belonging to Messrs. Baker and Sons, the builders, of 
Palace New-road, Lambeth, in that portion of the works termed 
the ‘‘ fitting shop.” Several engines of the London establishment 
were promptly in attendance, but the firemen were unable to get 
the flames extinguished until the fitting and blacksmiths’ shops 
were almost consumed and the storeroom burnt. The total loss is 
very considerable, and unfortunately Messrs. Baker were uninsured. 
From the examination made there is no doubt but that the fire was 
caused by the spontaneous ignition of some old rope stowed away 
in the basement floor of the building. 


Arremprep Murper.—On the evening of yesterday 
week, about six o’clock, a most diabolical attempt was made to 
destroy the lives of two ladies, daughters of Dr. Stokes, of 
Portland-place, Islington. They were sittin in the drawing-room, 
when they were fired at by some ruffian residing in Northampton- 
street, which is at the back of Mr. Stokes’s rounds. Police-ofticers 
Collins and Withers, of the N division, who were on the spot in 
private clothes, watching some thieves, were instantly called into 
the doctor’s house; and, after the alarm had somewhat subsided, 
they found a bullet embedded in the wall, it having passed over the 
ladies’ heads, and then through a carved cornice. Every effort was 
immediately made by those active constables to find out the das- 
tardly scoundrel, but no clue has yet been obtained of him. 


POSTSCRIPT. 


VISIT OF PRINCE ALBERT TO WINCHESTER. 


His Royal Highness the Prince Albert honoured Winchester with a 
visit on Thursday, A triumphal arch was erected near the site of 
the ancient north gate of the city. The arch (under which the 
royal cortége was to pass) was forty feet in height, and consisted of 
@ grand central and two lateral arches, embracing the whole breadth 
of the road, about fifty feet. Over the central arch, on the west 
side, the city arms were emblazoned and surmounted by an inscrip- 
tion, “ Welcome, Prince Albert,” above which floated the royal 
standard. Over the lateral arches were devices in flowers repre- 
senting the “Prince of Wales’s plume,” under which was the 
inscription, ‘ I serve.” The eastern side of the gateway cor- 
responded with the western, with the exception that the royal arms 
supplied those of the city, and the inscription was, ‘‘ God save the 
Queen.” Nearly every house in the line of way, from the railway 
to the cathedral, was decorated with flags, branches, and flowers, 
whilst at different points streamers floated across the streets. 

His Royal Highness arrived at the railway station in the state 

from Gosport, and was received with the utmost enthusiasm 
by a very large and respectable assemblage. Among the parties 
sent were the high sheriff of the county, W. Garnier, Esq., Lord 

'rederick Fitzclarence, the Very Reverend the Dean of Winchester, 
and his son, the Rev. I’, Garnier, chaplain to the high sheriff, the 
mayor, recorder, aldermen, and councillors of the city, the mem- 
bers for the same, Sir J. B. East and J. B, Carter, Esq. ; Captain 
Melville Portal, M.P. for North Hants; the Rev. — Gleig, the 
Chaplain-General of the Forces, &c. 

An address from the corporation was read to the Prince by the 
recorder, Mr. Stock, of the western circuit. To this address his 
Royal Highness returned the following answer :— 

*¢ [ thank you very sincerely for the address which you have just 

ted to me, and for the kind expressions towards myself per- 
sonally which it contains. I have availed myself with pleasure of 
this occasion to visit the ancient city of Winchester, and to view its 
venerable structures.” 

The Prince then left the station for the cathedral. Outside the 

img a guard of honour, consisting of the flank companies of 
the 4th Regiment, was stationed, and a detachment of the North 
Hants Cavalry, under the command of Captain Portal, M.P., formed 
an escort, followed by the High Sheriff, Lord Fitzclarence, with his 
equerries and aides-de-camp. His Royal Highness was received at 
the cathedral by the canons, and was conducted into the choir by 
the rev. dean and Mr, Owen Carter, architect. The lay vicars an 
choristers then sang the paraphrase of the 148th Psalm, the music 
by Haydn, and adapted to the present words by the late Dr. ‘Chard. 

His Royal Highness afterwards departed for the college, where 
he was received by the warden, fellows, masters, scholars, &e., and 
a Latin address of congratulation was delivered by one of the 
scholars. The old college son of ‘‘ Dulce Domum”’ was also sung 
upon the occasion. 

From the college the Prince went to the barracks, where he 
exchanged his dress, and appeared in his uniform of Field Marshal 
to perform the office of the day—namely, the presentation of colours 
to the 23rd Royal Fusilier Regiment. The customary honours 
having been gone through, the colours were presented by his Royal 
Highness, accompanied by an address. 

After this ceremony his Royal Highness lunched with Lieutenant- 
Colonel Torrens and the officers of the 28rd Regiment. At about 
three o'clock his Royal Highness took his leave, and proceeded to 
Gosport to meet her Majesty.

There are few persons in English 
history for whom we feel deeper in- 
terest and veneer sympathy than 
for the lovely and unfortunate Anne 
Boleyn. No one who has visited the 
Jewel-house in the Tower can have 
looked at the delicate crown and 
sceptre which once surrounded the 
brow and adorned the hand of that 
royal lady, without compassionating 
her wretched fate, or without exe- 
crating the brutality of him who, on 
such imperfect evidence, could put 


to death the being whom he once had | 


loved, briefly, indeed, but passion- 


ately and truly, Hever Castle, in’ 


Kent, the property of her father, and 
in which Anne herself passed 0 
many anxious, yet happy, hours, 
still contains the chamber once occu- 
pied by her, and the very bed on 
which she reposed, Of these we 
give representations,, The tall and 


slender posts of the bed, so light and . 


fragile, remind us of the delicate 
gracefulness of the person of its oc- 
cupant; while the curtains and ca- 
nopy of amber-coloured satin are 
even now almost as lustrous asin the 
days of its owner's glory. Her bou- 
doir, in which perhaps she used to 
linger in expectation of hearing her 
lover’s bugle, or the hasty tread of 
the horse which bore his treasured 
love-letters, is situated in the gate- 
tower, and has been lately restored.

On the 22nd of 
July he says:—‘'The dis- 
ease begins to abate in Lon- 
don, and to get ground in 
places where it has not yet 
beat felt, and at present 
rages in Kent,” 

lenry wrote most kindly 
and affectionately of the
